Sec. 3399. Definitions. 


The following words and 
phrases when used in this 
Part shall have the meanings 
hereinafter ascribed to them: 

(a) Close-Out Sale: Any 
sale, offer to sell or ad¬ 
vertising for sale, to the 
public or any part there¬ 
of, of goods, wares, or 
merchandise. In further¬ 
ance of a declared pur¬ 
pose, as advert 1 s e d, 
when such sale is anti¬ 
cipatory of the termina¬ 
tion, liquidation, rcvl.

trict. I would not favor a 
shopping center at Sierra 
Madre Bivd. and Mountain 
Trail or any other outlying 
area. I believe Sierra Ma- 
dre’s hope lies in a central 
business district. It is not 
good business to split up a 
business section into small 
parts. It brings on more 
problems than it solves. 

’The Harry Lange propo¬ 
sal, as I remember it, pro¬ 
vided that the present City 
Hall be destroyed, that the 
balance of the land be pur¬ 
chased from Sierra Madre 
Boulevard to Monteclto. That 
a new City Hall be con¬ 
structed, inset from the 
street to form a small court 
yard in front with cobble¬ 
stones and water fountains. 
’The area in the rear would 
then be developed into a 
business mall of ten or 
twelve fine business build¬ 
ings. I feel this proposal has 
merit and should be ex¬ 
plored further. 

Another location that 
should be given some study 
is the area from Baldwin, 
to the old .hotel on Sierra 
Madre Blvd., back to Mari¬ 
posa. A beautiful shopping 
area could be created in this 
area, and could be a great 
success especially when the 
freeway becomes a reality 
and Baldwin Avenue be¬ 
comes the off-ramp for the 
Sierra Madre, Highl and 
Oaks and the Canyon areas. 

All of this is very fine, 
and If elected to the City 
Council at the General Elec¬ 
tion of April 9th I will do 
everything in my power to 
get behind the merchants 
and help them to promote 
a “face lifting” attempt in 
the business area. 

Of course, this is fine for 
future planning, but how 
about "today?” What could 
be done today to help the 
local merchant? 

First the Sierra Madre 
merchant must be con - 
vinced that the City Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre realizes the business 
district’s worth to the Tax¬ 
payer. It is not only the an¬ 
nual reevnue of some $50 to 
$60 thousands of dollars 
they contribute to the city, 
bu,t it is the thousands upon 
thousands of dollars Uiat 
they contribute through per¬ 
sonal taxes, both on their 
homes, their businesses and 
their business stocks. 

Again this Is only part of 
their contribution, for every 


fund raising drive is depen¬ 
dent a great deai upon the 
local business man. Contri¬ 
butions are first solicited 
from the merchant, he is 
always asked to contribute 
prizes, donate his facilities 
and his time for many of 
the worthwhile efforts of 
the community. 

I believe the time has ar¬ 
rived when a closer rela¬ 
tionship should be promot¬ 
ed between the merchants, 
the taxpayers and c o n - 
sumers of the area. I believe 
that I have seen in the City 
Budget where the Chamber 
of Commerce receives ap¬ 
proximately $1,500 and this 
is to help them promote our 
city. I wonder. Is this 
enough? Could we maybe 
double this or triple It and 
receive it back three fold 
or more In sales tax reve¬ 
nue. Other cities have found 
this out. I believe it should 
be studied for its many ad¬ 
vantages to Sierra Madre. 

I personally believe that 
the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce would wel¬ 
come, with open arms, any 
help in promoting the busi¬ 
nessman. If they had the 
means to plan large sale 
periods, had the backing of 
the City Council in the use 
of streets and sidewalks for 
a gigantic promotion sev¬ 
eral times a year, they 
would start working on It 
right now. You would find 
that thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of dollars would come 
into the tills of the local 
merchants and, naturally, a 
portion of It would reach 
the City Coffers and become 
a relief to the local tax¬ 
payer. 

I have talked with pre¬ 
sent members of the City 
Council. 'They all agree that 
some program should be put 
into progress. If I am elect¬ 
ed to be a member of that 
council I intend to coordin¬ 
ate the various proposals 
and studies of business Im¬ 
provements, seek a work¬ 
able and agreeable compro- 
msle out of what has been 
presented and promote its 
Council acceptance. 

I am not, and have never 
been classified as a "quit¬ 
ter.” I earnestly solocit your 
vote on April 9th, and if 
elected will get down to 
“business” as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Who knows, before 
the year is over, we may see 
some significant changes In 
our Business District.

Finishes First 
Successful Year 

Out local soccer leagpue 
has closed the doors on an¬ 
other season, the most suc¬ 
cessful in its three year his¬ 
tory. The biggest attribution 
to success was probably the 
participation of the City of 
Arcadia for the first time. 
This enabled the league to 
expand from four to 14 
teams, Including the forma¬ 
tion of four new teams in 
Sierra Madre. 

The championship wasn’t 
decided, in the first division, 
(until the very last week of 
play. The Sierra Madre 
Rovers were the first divi¬ 
sion champions, closely fol¬ 
lowed bv fhe Sierra Madre 
Thunderbirds, and Arcadia’s 
most successful team, the 
Clippers. 

■Ihe competition was 
much tougher than in pre¬ 
vious years. The first and 
second division each con¬ 
sisted of seven teams, and 
played each other twice, to 
make a total of 12 games 
played. 

In the first division, the 
Thunderbirds and the Rov¬ 
ers continually exchanged 
the league lead, usually 
when the other team had a 
day off.

dle of the league. 

The Sierra Madre Hot

towards the end of the sea¬ 
son, look like a strong 
threat for next year. The 
remaining two Arc a d i a 
teams, the Eagles and the 
Athletics finished in the 
cellar, but records do not re¬ 
flect the effort and improve¬ 
ment that these two teams 
made as the season pro¬ 
gressed. 

The second division race 
was just as exciting even 
though the issue was set¬ 
tled much earlier. 'This was 
due to the fact that the 
Sierra Madre Wolves proved 
to be unbeatable with a 
10 -2-0 record. 

'The Arcadia Phantoms 
and the Sierra Madre Rang¬ 
ers were also two very 
strong teams, finishing level 
on points for second place, 
and the Sierra Madre Wan¬ 
derers showed great im¬ 
provement as the season 
went along. Probably the 
most Improved team of the 
year was the Sierra Madre 
Villa who lost their first 
four games, hut only lost 
two of their last eight 
games. The Arcadia Spar¬ 
tans looked like a real 
threat early in the season, 
but seemed to lack consis¬ 
tency, and slipped to sixth 
place. 

The Arcadia Falcons have 
little to show in the records, 
hut once again, records do 
not reflect effort, attitude or 
sportsmanship. The Falcons 
did not win one game, but 
they were always out there 
giving their best. 

Taking everything into 
consideration, a wonderful 
season was had by all, that 
includes the parents who 
came cwt each week to 
cheer their teams on. See¬ 
ing the exedtement and en¬ 
thusiasm of the parents at 
these games, always sup¬ 
ports the theory that we 
adults are only "grown up’’ 
children after all.
